and found two of the articles in its Ma/^s dltion excellent an d/zeflecting 
his own ideas. One was entitled " What to do in Berlin " by Edmund von Gordon 
and stated that the West should take the initiative against the Soviets and 
start to stir up trouble in the sattelites rather than waiting for the Sov- 
iets to pick their shots throughout the world. He also advised world wide 
trade embargoes to keep the Soviets inline^— Tire . cqond article was the 
groesste Gefahr der Weltgeschichte bv<^ rnest J. Saltersc nd it stated that 
Khrushchev manages to stay in power only because he is able to keep the world 
in a constant state of tension. It su gg ested that the Berlin issue was im- 
portant to Khrushchev personally because if he was not victorious or if there 
was a stand-off he would lose prestige. It was suggested that the West play 
the Soviet waiting game. 

b. ©KORTMANN is in charge of a large operational area which includes: BRD, 
DDR, USSR, Austria and Poland. In other words, whereever Soviets are located 
In Europe. ©KORTMANN has little faith in emigre groups and will have nothing 
to do with them. He also refuses to handle prostitutes as sources because 
their sole motivation is money and they are usually unreliable and insecure.

Optical Factory. 

e. @KORTMANN admitted running a joint case with the Americans in Berlin. UP- 

SWING runs the agent but uses a saf eapartment with a listening post in the next 
room so that AIS officers can indirectly participate in the debriefing and 
interrogation.
